Initially, Applicant notes that three documents, namely JP-A-09-248353, JP-A-09-99121, 
and JP-A-08- 126723, were previously submitted in the Information Disclosure Statement of 
January 20, 2004 together with English language abstracts. 1 Applicant presently submits the 
attached English language translations of JP-A-09-248353, JP-A-09-99121, and JP-A-08- 126723 
together with these documents. 

Further, Applicant notes" that JP-A-06-121 845 and JP-A-05-305 162 are submitted. U.S. 
Patent No. 5,429,357, which is cited on the Form SB/08, is the corresponding U.S. application to 
JP-A-06-121 845 and JP-A-05-305 162. With respect to the requirement for a concise statement 
of relevance regarding JP-A-06-121 845 and JP-A-05-305 162, in addition to the English language 
abstracts submitted herewith, Applicant notes the pertinent portion of JP-A-06-121 845 is 
described in col.

5,429,357, while the pertinent portion of JP-A-05-305 162 is described in col. 4, the second line 
from the bottom, to col. 5, line 39 (including Figures 14 to 16) of U.S. Patent No. 5,429,357.

were cited during the prosecution of a corresponding foreign application (Japanese Patent 
Application No. 2000-173840, now Japanese Patent No. 3635227), with English language 
abstracts. U.S. Patents Nos. 5,830,084 and 5,405,136, which were also cited during the 
examination of the corresponding Japanese application, are likewise cited on the Form SB/08. 

Also, JP-A-1 0-1 65546 is submitted together with an English language abstract. 

The submission of the listed documents is not intended as an admission that any such 
document constitutes prior art against the claims of the present application. Applicant does not 
waive any right to take any action that would be appropriate to antedate or otherwise remove any 
listed document as a competent reference against the claims of the present application.
